Additional  facilities  in  the  way  of  another  36  beds  will  be 
available  in  1942. 

Mr.  G.  C.  Hopkins,  CoR»S.I.,  and  Certificate  in  Meat  and  Other 
Poods  was  appointed  temporary  additional  Sanitary  Inspector, 

There  is  no  local  steam  dirsinf ector  but  articles  can  be  sent  to 
nearby  stations  by  arrangement. 

The  Ambulance  for  Infectious  cases  is  obtained  by  arrangement 
with  Carlton  or  the  Hospital  concerned.

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MATERNITY  & CHILD  WELFARE . (Cont’d) 

There  are  three  Infant  Welfare  Centres  open  singly  4 afternoons 
a week. 

The  total  attendances  were  7,226  children  under  5 years  and 
6572  mothers. 

This  Is  an  increase  on  1940  of  973  children’s  attendances  and 
862  mothers’ . 274  new  infants  were  enrolled  and  149  new 
children  over  1 year. 

The  Ante-*Natal  Clinic  is  open  once  weekly  and  is  attended  by 
a rota  o±  local  general  practitioners. 

189  cases  were  seen  and  9 post-natal  cases  advised. 

Institutional  Treatment  was  sought  in  30  confinements. 

At  the  various  Centres 

712  bottles  of  Oil  - 466  bottles  of  black  currant  syrup  and 
2236  tins  of  Puree  were  distributed  by  voluntary  helpers. 

Voluntary  helpers  attend  each  Centre  on  a rota  and  have  proved 
of  great  service. 

The  Centres  are  not  very  suitable  owing  to  lack  of  adequate 
accommodation. 

A central  "ad  hoc"  clinic  will  be  built  In  more  propitious  times. 


A perusal  of  the  Vital  Statistics  will  show  that  the  district 
is  very  healthy 

The  one  exception  possible  is  that  the  6 deaths  from  Whooping 
Cough  is  capable  of  improvement. 

The  Children’s  Hospital  at  Nottingham  sees  all  surgical  cases 
referred  from  the  Centres  and  the  Basford  County  Institution 
and  the  Peel  Street  Hospital  for  women,  receive  midwifery  cases 
requiring  Hospital  treatment  either  due  to  complications  or 
undesirable  home  conditions. 

EXTRACT  FROM  THE  REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  ANALYST. 


Milk:  26  samples  were  taken  - 25  proved  correct. 

The  incorrect  sample  was  found  to  contain  4 #7$  of 
added  water  and  the  defaulter  cautioned.
